PETROGRAD, Sept. 9.—The fortress of Mikolajow or Nic- 
olaieff, 20 miles south of Lemberg and commanding the Aus- 
trian State Railroad’s crossing of the river Dniester, was taken 
by the Russians on Sept. 5, after severe fighting. Forty heavy 
guns and stores of all kinds sufficient for a year were captured. 
The preparations at Mikolajoff and Lemberg to hold out for a 
year indicate that the Austrians intended to make a stout re- 


sistance. 
The capture of this fortress cleared 


away every Austrian stronghold in Ga- 


licia gast of Przemsyl, which is now in- 
vested by the Russians. 
Mikolajoff Moderna Fortress. 

Mikolajoff is one of the most mode'! 
fortresses in Austria. Its defenses in- 
clude steel cupolas and modern guns 
of heavy caliber. 

North of Lemberg the main Austrian 
army, Which has been beaten back from 
ite invasion of Poland, is reported re- 
treating all along the line between the 
Rivers Bug and Vistula. This retreat 
spells more than defeat—it is disaster, 
owing to the nature of the country 
through which the Austrians must es- 
cape. 

At Rawa Ruska, an important railway 
junction 32 miles north of Lemberg, the 
Russians forced the Austrians to flee 
after heavy fighting. Rawa Ruska is 
12 miles inside the Galician frontier and 
90 miles south of the line, in Russian 
Poland, where the Austrians were fre- 
ported two days ago. 

Regarding the engagement, an official 
statement says: 

“In the Rawea region, the Russian 
commander, Gen. Ruzsky, has fought a 
fierce battle against strong Austrian 
forces, The Russian troops have deliv- 
ered an attack against a very strongly 
tortified Austrian position near Gorodok. 

"On the left bank of the Vistula the 
offensive movements of the Russians 
have proved favorable to their arms.”’ 

Would Attack From Two Sides. 

From Rawa Ruska the Austrian line 
of retreat would probably be on Jaros- 
law, where the railroads running west 

mm Rawa Ruska cross the River San. 
The remnant of the army from Lemberg 
was reported a day or two ago concen- 
trating on Jarosl: 7 and Przemsyl and 
today comes the information that the 
pursuing Russians have succeeded in 
fianking their retreat from the south so 
ae to attack these last positions of the 
Austrians in Central Galicia from both 
sides of the River San.

to Budapest. 

On her Austro-German frontier of 
more than 1000 miles Russia has ar- 
rayed not less than 56,000,000 trained men 
and behind these at least 2,000,000 more 
are being drilled to take their places 
in the ranks. This does not take into 
account Russia’s Turkish frontier, which 
has not beén overlooked. 

For months Russia’s army actively 
has been preparing along this western 
frontier. For obvious reasons no date. 
in respect to this activity can be re- 
ferred to. 

A large proportion of Russia’s contin- 
gent has been given six weeks’ leave 
of absence and allowed to go home, so 
ample are the Government's resources 
of men in the field. 

Russian Movement Rapid. 

The German advance into France js 
referred to in newspapers received here 
as a “lightning stroke.’’ Russia, with 
from 10 to 20 times the distance to cover 
before her forces were assembled to 
strike, it is pointed out by officials, has 
marched further, fighting all the way, 
than the German “lightning stroke” has 
carried Germany into France. 

Among the 82,000 Austrian prisoners on 
their way to the interior governments 
of Russia, are 20 Austrian civilians who 
laid an ambuscede for a Russian Red 
Cross field ambulance and threw hand 
grenades. They were taken to Mos- 
cow to be tried by a courtmartial.

LONDON, Sept.. 9.

In his message to Congress on the 
subject the President asked that sources 
of revenue be selected, which. would 
respond quickly. 

Up to the time of the President's op- 
position, Democratic members of the 
House Ways and Means Committee who 
are drafting the war revenue bill, had 
tentatively agreed upon an increase of 
the income tax. 

“We will have to start all over again.’ 
said Mr. Underwood, when asked about 
objections of the President to revision 
of the income tax. 

Among the things which now will be 
considered for taxation are freight bills, 
gasoline, automobiles, soft drinks, pro- 
prietary preparations, telegrams and 
checks, amusement tickets, cosmetics, 
playing cards and some forms of to- 
bacco preparations, such as cigarettes, 
upon which the present revenues may 
be increased. Representative Under- 
wood is still in favor of a tax on rail- 
road tickets. 

It has been agreed to fix an in- 
creased tax on beer and malt liquors at 
15 cents a barrel. That would bring in 
$35,000,000. The committee decided upon 
an extra levy of 20 cents a gallon on 
domestic wines, bringing in $10,000,000. 

Proposals to levy an additional tax of 
% cents and 15 cents a gallon on dis- 
tilled spirits were defeated, but it was 
decided to tax rectified spirits 9 cents 
a gallon, bringing In 


$2,000,000. The

HE report that thousands of Rus- 
ef sians are in Northern France, hav- 
ing passed through England from 
Northern Scotland to Harwich and 
Dover, was brought to this country by 
passengers of the Mauretania more 
than a week ago. Men whose word is 
as credible as that of Oscar Straus, for 
example, did not hesitate to affirm and 
reaffirm the statement. 

Since that time from various quar- 
ters, notably from Rome, the_ report 
has been repeated. This morning the 
Sun prints a wholly circumstantial de- 
tail, the mention of the passing of Rus- 
sian troops through Dundee, two weeks 
ago, contained in a letter from a Dun- 
dee merchant to a business associate 
in this city. 

Evidently, then, there is at least suf- 
ficient warrant for examining this re- 
port of Russian overseas enterprise with 
some care. To believe it has always 
been difficult, largely because it seemed 
too colossal an operation to be impro- 
vised in so brief a time. Again, it 
seemed unlikely that Russia would di- 
vert army corps, useful in crushing Aus- 
tria and opening the road to Berlin, to 
a remoter field. Yet all these and many 
more reasons advanced were by no 
means conclusive. 

Let us then examine the question from 
the side of possibility without endeavor- 
ing to canvass the field or assert or deny 
the actual presence of Russian troops on 
the Western frontier. 


Three Points Involved. 
This involves answering three ques- 
tions: 

1. Has Russia the troops necessary for 
such an expedition aside from her Euro- 
pean forces? 

2. Could they be brought to England 
from Archangel in the time that has 
so far elapsed? 

3. Are there any evidences in the west- 
ern military fleld of the arrival or ap- 
proach of such a force? 

To begin with the question of availa- 
ble army: Russia has such a force in 
her Siberian army. This amounts to 
five army corps and from two to four 
Cossack di¥{sions. Now, it will be re- 
called that the Russian War Office has 
repeatedly estimated its field strength 
as 30 army corps. 

But the European army consists of 27 
corps, the Turkestan force of three 
corps, the Caucasus force of threa 
more. Presumably the Caucasus troops 
would be kept on the Turkish frontier 
to keep a restraining influence on the 
Turk. But the Turkestan troops could 
have been brought up, and One of the 
Generals killed at Allenstein was de- 
scribed as the commander of the Turke- 
stan army. 

Obviously, then the Russian statements 
could only be translated to mean that 
the five Siberian corps had been ex- 
cluded, so far, from Austrian opera- 
tions. 

Russia Has the Men.

‘ Route Is Avatlable. 

Again, then, it is fair to answer the 
second question affirmatively. Not only 
the army, but the route, was available. 
At Archangel, as a score of statements 
have informed us, there is sufficient 
water to float ocean-going vessels, suf- 
ficient docking facilities to. make the 
embarkation possible. Also, an im- 
portant detail, the port is free from ice 
until late in September, and further 
north, at Ekaternina, on the open sea, 
is a port available all winter. 

As to England’s having the necessary 
transoprts, this is too certain to need 
any proof. 

The question of time is more perplex- 
ing. But already it is plain that Russia 
was far more nearly mobilized than 
anyone, but possibly the German Was 
Office realized on Aug. 1, when the 
Kaiser declared war. The Archduke was 
assassinated June 28. The Austrian ulti- 
matum to Servia came in the week of 
July 2%. War on Servia was declared 
July 28. 

German writers have estimated that 
Russian mobilization would take from 
six weeks to two months, but three 
weeks after the declaration of war Rus- 
sian armies were in East Prussia and 
Galicia. It is hard to avoid the conclu- 
sion that Russia was well forward with 
her mobilization before war came. 

Railroad Well Used. 

If she were well forward in Europe, 
there is no reason to suppose her 8i- 
berian preparation was less prompt. The 
Russo-Japanese War supplied an ad- 
mirable example of what the Russians 
could do in the way of utilizing their 
railways. Therefore, it is quite within 
the bonds of possibility that by Aug.. 1, 
when the war was declared, the Siberian 
army was mobilized along the railway, 
with its first division actually on the 
edge of Europe. 

Granted this, an examination of dis- 
tances, railway time _ tables, sailing 
dates of transports, indicates that the 
first Russian division leaving Kkaterin- 
burg not later than ‘Aug. 4, could have 
arrived at Archangel, Aug 11, consumed 
three days in embarking on transports, 
reached Aberdeen not later than Aug. 
3, and begun to flow south through 
Scotland and England by the twenty- 
fourth. This date would be sufficiently 
early to permit the passengers of the 
Mauretania to hear the report before 
Sailing, and the Dundee merchant to 
see the Russians, as he says he did in 
the letter quoted in the Sun this morn- 
ing. 

By Sept. 1, the advance of the Rus- 
sian army might well be landed in 
Boulogne, Calais or Dunkirk. And such 
an operation once begun, the stream 
would flow steadily, and already it 
might be expected that a considerable 
Russian force was on foot. 
consider the situation in North- 
ern France. At the outset, as the Ger- 
mans moved south, they flowed west. 
It was confidently forecast that they 
would occupy Calais and Boulogne, at 
least the latter, which was practically 
indefensible, and threaten England wita 
the long-dreaded Zeppelin raid.

Sailing of Mercy Ship Delayed 
by French and British Ob- 
jection to German Seamen. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—With her fires 
banked, the steamship Red Cross re- 
mained at her anchorage in the Hud- 
son River.today awaiting orders to start 
on her voyage of mercy to the wounded 
on European battlefields. 

Her sailing was delayed yesterday by 
the interference of the: British and 
French Governments which objected to 
any man in the crew of 270 being other 
than an American citizen. When the 
ship was taken over by the Red Cross 
from the Hamburg-American iine, 50 per 
cent of her créw were Germans who, it 
was declared, had taken out their first 
American citizenship papers in anticipa- 
tion of the trip. 

Capt. Armistead Rust, U. S. N., re- 
tired, declared it was impossible to get 
a full American crew without long de- 
lay and added that to do so would ne- 
cessitate his sending to the Great Lakes, 
Boston and other seaport cities. He 
said alsu he would keep the Americans 
now on board and make up the rest of 
the crew with men from neutral coun- 
tries.

Of 26.000 men in the forts in the en- 
virons Namur, 12,00 have returned 
to Belgian soil, making the Belgian loss 
at Namur in killed. wounded and miss- 
ing 14,000. 

It seems that, under 
the Germans finally got their new 
guns into positions from which 
could concentrate their fire a single 
point of the Namur defenses. The guns 
were at a minimum distance of three 
tmriles from the Belgian trenches and 
consequently outranged Belgian 
guns. 

Whole Regiments Decimatied. 

“Without troubling about the forts,” 
said one of the survivors, the Germans 
first centered their rain of steel upon 
our entrenchments. For 10 hours our 
brave voung fellows stood the terrible 
ordeal, unable to fire a shot in return. 
Any man risking head above the 
fire-swept ramparts had it blown off.

TAKES UP PLAN 10 
SEND GOLD ABROAD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The Bank- 
ers’ Committee plan for meeting Amer- 
ican obligations to Europe with gold 
Payments, proposed to the Federal Re- 
Serve Board last week, wa@ taken up 
yesterday by the board. It 
plates a gold fund contributed by na- 


tional banks in reserve and central re- 
serve cities of $150,000,000, of which $25,- 
000,000 is to be made immediately avail- 
able. A decision may be reached by the 
board today after an examination of 
every possible result of its approval. 

Following is the plan as made public 
last night: 

“That the banks of . country. espe- 
Cjally those located in reserve aud cen- 
tral resérve cities, be requested to con- 
tribute to a gold fund of $150,000,000, $25,- 
600,000 to be immediately paid into the 
depositary of the Bank of England in 
Canada, for which a participation de- 
posit receipt will be furnished to each 
contributing bank. The remainder of 
the contributed amounts to be subject to 
call by the New York committee through 
the local committees of the respective 
cities and to be paid for in New York 
exchange. 

“Said New York committee to be ap- 
pointed by the New York Clearing House 
Association and said local committees 
to be appointed by the Clearing House 
Associations of the respective contrib- 
uting cities. The committee appointed 
by the New York Clearing House Asso- 
ciation to be charged with the duty of 
handling the said fund, of fixing the

MERCHANT MARINE 
FLED IN HOUSE 


Measure Reported by Com- 
mittee and May Be Up for 
Discussion Tomorrow. 


OPPOSITION HAS PROTEST 


Chairman Alexander Explains 
That Board Is Not Directed to 
Buy German Ships. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9%.—''Private 


enterprise has failed to respond to the 
demands of our overseas commerce; how 
much longer must we wait?” asks the 
report of Chairman Alexander of the 
House Merchants’ Marine Committee on 
the administration’s bill to permit the 


Government to become majority stoclk- 
holder in a corporation operating 1 
$30,000,000 system of freighters in for- 
eign commerce. 

By filing the report on the bill yes- 
terday Representative Alexander got it 
on the calendar so that it may be 
brought up for discusgion tomorrow, if 
an agreement can be reached with ths 
minority members who desire to pre- 
sent an opposition report. 

Touching on the possibilities of for- 
eign complications, Alexander says: 

“Fears are expressed that we will in- 
volve ourselves in complications with 
Great Britain and France if we buy 
German ships. That may be. This bill 
does not direct the Shipping Board to 
buy ships of the subjects of any par- 
ticular nation. They have the widest 
discretion {n the purchase or construc- 
tion * vessels. 

Dipl@mats May Make Objections, 

ae crocgomas will have the State 
Department to advise ‘him. The bel- 
ligerents have their diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in Washington through whom 
objections to any proposed purchase mé@y 
be made and we should assume that the 
President and Shipping Board will avail 
themselves of all sources of information 
before acting.’ 

Chairman Alexander presents figures 
from the Pan-American Bureau to show 
the neglected opportunities in South 
American trade. 

The report also states: 

“The bill is a departure from all 
plans heretofore presented to Congress 
to build up our merchant marine. The 
country is opposed to subsidies and 
with good reason. Under the artificial 
stimulus of subsidies, a few ships might 
be built and operated by favored com- 
panies at large expense to the Govern- 
ment, without adequate returns. 

“The Government has no control over 
the freight and passenger rate charges 
by the subsidized vessels. They follow 
the custom of all unregulated lifies and 
charge all the traffic will bear, and this, 
too, without reference to the cost of the 
service or what would be*a reasonable 
profit on the investment. 

“Tf this bill is enacted to law, it will 
serve at least a two-fold purpose in the 
trade in which the Government con- 
trolled vessels are employed. 

Government to Control Rates. 

“1. These lines will be protected in 
ports in Central and South America and 
elsewhere to increase our mail facilities 
and to meet the growing demands of our 
foreign commerce. 

“2. The corporation or corporations 
organized to operate these lines will be 
controlled by the Government, through 
the President and Shipping Board, ani 
they will have the power to regulate 
rates for carrying the mails and for pas- 
senger and freight service. It will not 
be necessary for the Government to fur- 
nish vessels to handle all the traffic, nor 
is it desirable, 

“The war in Europe has not only de- 
moralized commerce, but credits as well, 
and however much enterprising citizens 
and corporations may wisn to meet the 
demand in the present emergency with- 
out Government aid, they seem to be 


powerless to do so. 


“If private capital is willing to take 
cver this business, if the Government 
will furnish the ships, why would it not 
be better for our great commercial and 
manufacturing centers to take 49 per 
cent of the capital stock in the cor- 
poration that may be organized inder 
this bill and accomplish the same pur- 
pose? 


Private Enterprise Fails to Respond. 
“The Government, through stock own- 


ership and the shipping board, would 
retain control of the corporation cnd 
accomplish {in a single and direct way 
all that could be accomplished through 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
“Later on, the Comrrittee on the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries will pro- 


pose to Congress comprehensive legisla- 
tion to bring all common carriefs by 
water under the control of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, but it is 
not practicable to do so in this emerg- 
ency legislation. 

“We are in accord with those who 


feel that it is better whenever prac- 


ticable for the Government to avold tn 
engaging in any business that can be 
conducted as a private enterprise, but, 
as stated, private enterprise has failed 
to respond to the demands of our over. 
sea commerce. How much longer must 
we wait?’

The Board of Education is in- 
formed by the Health Department 
that the water at present supplied 
by the city water service should not 
be used for drinking purposes until 
it has been boiled.

STATESMAN SMOOT ET AL. 
Senator Ashurst of Arizona has introduced a 
bill providing that the Government shall purchase 
15,000,000 pounds of copper at the average price 
prevailing from January to June of this year.’ Its 
satire on the Smoot bill, already passed by the 
Senate, for the purchase of 15,000,000 ounces of 
silver on the same terms is broad enough to be 
appreciated by even the unlettered voter.

They don’t run the right way fer 
troops in defeat. Troops in defeat 
make a bee line in some given direc- 
tion, whereas the Germans are mere- 
ly looping the loop. Still, the Allies 
are greatly encouraged, and they 
think they are going to chase all the 
Germans off the front page pow in 
a very few days. One can searcely 
wonder at their enthusiasm. It in 
the first view they have had of the 
Germans’ backs, whereas the Ger- 
mans have almost mever s¢en any- 
thing else of the other side. 

It was probably. observed that the 
big Mune across, the top of the page, 
which the AlHes held, was much 
biacker than usval on yesterday. 
This was due to the arrival of re- 
inforcements from Russia, which are 
relied upon to turn the tide of battle. 
They looked very formidable all day 
yesterday, but whether they do con- 
atitute the balance of power remains 
to he seen. The Russians have 
hitherto fteught almost sobody but 
Austrians, and they will find this 
warfare on the front page of an ¢n- 
tirely different kind; One continual- 
ly marvels at the numbers of the 
Russians. They

ond page, the third page contains 
little else, and there are other Rus- 
sians mobilising more or less all 
through the paper. Yet the Czar 
could spare a few corps te help the 
Allies om the front page, and they 
have contrived to get there. They, 
are at the disadvantage, of course, 
of having to fight in English, but 
they seem equal to anything. it 
appears te be a mere matter of get- 
ting their dander up-

= YORK BANKS: 
WOULD FIX RATES 


New York City Pays Six Per 
Cent on Short Term Notes>~ 
Quickly Taken by Banks, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Boreau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“An advance of 1 cent or thereabouts 
in foreign exchange rates today appar- 
ently indicated that the downward 
movement bared on the news of the ef- 
fective plan to meet New York City's 
foreign maturities, had for the time be- 
ing spent its force. To what extent 
exchange rates would be affected if the 
larger plan proposed by one bankers’ 
committee to the Federal Reserve Board 
were to be adopted, is uncertain. That 
plan contemplated a voluntary assess- 
ment of $150,000,.000 on all American 
banks, to provide for meeting exchange 
requirements as they should arise. But 
it also suggested that the exchange 
rates be fixed by a New. York bankers’ 
committee. That will scarcely do. It 
is one thing to fix an arbitrary’ ex- 
change rate at which the banks engage 
to meet New York City’s foreign debts 
shall draw their bills, but a very dif- 
ferent thing to dictate exchange for all 
transactions.
